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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 102-126 in the reply filed on 8/8/2005 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claim 1 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on 8/8/2005. This restriction requirement is made final. 



Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it has nothing to do with the 
invention claimed by the applicant. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative.

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the methods claimed in claims 102, 
108, and implemented in claims 1 14 and 120 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to ; show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
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6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.G. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 102-103, 105, 108, 1 10-1 13 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent Number 5,768,535 to Chaddha et aL 

8. As to claim 102, Chaddha teaches a method of reducing a size of an original file 
comprising: processing the original file having data to create an intermediate output file that 
represents the data and is smaller than the original electronic file (col. 4, line 54-col. 5, line 7); 
and compressing the intermediate output file to create a final output file (col. 4, line 54-col. 5, 
line 7). 

9. As to claim 103, Chaddha teaches the method of claim 102, wherein the data comprises 
information from pixels within a graphic image (col 4, line 54-col. 5, line 7).- 

10. As to claim 104, Chaddha teaches the method of claim 102, wherein: processing 
comprises compressing the original file using a first algorithm; and compressing the intermediate 
output file comprises compressing the intermediate file using a second algorithm that is different 
from the first algorithm (col. 4, line 54-col. 5, line 7). * 

11. As to claim 105, Chaddha teaches the method of claim 102, wherein a sum of times to 
perform processing and compressing is at least three times faster than compressing the original 
file without processing (col 4, line 54-col. 5, line 7). 
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12. As to claim 106, Chaddha teaches the method of claim 102, wherein: the data of the 
original file comprises a first string of at least three consecutive, repeating bytes (col. 4, line 54- 
col. 5, line 7); within the intermediate output file, the first string is presented by no more than 
two bytes (col. 4, line 54-col. 5, line 7). 

13. As to claim 107, Chaddha teaches the method of claim 106, wherein: the data of the 
original file further comprises a second string of at least 17 consecutive, repeating bytes having a 
common value; and within the intermediate output file, the second string is represented by a third 
string of bytes including a sentinel segment, a numeric segment that represents a number of bytes 
of the at least 17 consecutive, repeating bytes within the second string, and an original byte 
segment that corresponds to the common value (col. 12, lines 10-32). 

14. As to claim 108, it is rejected for the same reasons as claim 106. 

15. As to claim 109, it is rejected for the same reasons as claim 107. 

16. As to claim 1 10, it is rejected for the same reasons as claim 103. * 

17. As to claim 1 1 1, it is rejected for the same reasons as claim 102. 

18. As to claim 1 12, Chaddha teaches the method of claim 111, wherein third file is at least 
five percent smaller in size than if the first file is compressing without creating the second file 
(col. 4, line 54-col. 5, line 7). 

19. As to claim 1 13, it is rejected for the same reasons as claim 105. 

20. As to claims 1 14-125, they feature the same limitations as claims 102-1 13 and are 
rejected for the same reasons as claims 102-1 13.
